Lucky crash victim Fayez 
gets to meet 999 heroes 


A BOY who was in a serious car 
accident has had the chance to 
meet the team who played a part 
in saving his life. 

On Saturday, Fayez Rahman was 
taken on a surprise trip by his 
mother to Bedfordshire Police HQ 
where he met the crews from the 
police, ambulance and helicopter 
who were involved in saving him. 

Fayez, ten, from Clare Street in 
Northampton, was in a two-car 
accident at a known hotspot on 
the A428 junction in Bromham, 
Bedford, on February 26. 

He was in the car with his 


mother and two other family 
members coming home from a 
wedding when they collided with 
another vehicle and he was 
knocked unconscious with serious 
head injuries. 

It was thanks to the diligence of 
a police officer, who arrived on the 
scene minutes later, who noticed 
that Fayez had a bloodshot pupil, 
an indicator of a bleed on the 
brain, and he was quickly airlifted 
to hospital. 

The police helicopter landed near 
to the scene of the collision and

FOI request blitz

A COUNCIL has had to take unprecedented 
measures in stopping a man making Freedom 
of Information (FOI) requests. 

Over a period of five months Adrian 


Whitehead, 40, put in about 14 requests for 
information about HIMSELF from 
Northampton Borough Council (NBC). 

However, the nature of the demand was such 
that officers deemed it ‘vexatious’ and Mr 
Whitehead was prevented from soliciting 
information about that particular subject. 


NBC worked out that 108.5 hours - around 15 
full working days - were spent responding to Mr 
Whitehead, which was 6.5 per cent of the total 
time for all requests made to the authority. 

Mr Whitehead, of Byron Street, Northampton, 
says he was seeking information that a number 
of departments held on him. 


Mr Whitehead, who made FOI and Subject to 
Access requests, said: “I am exercising my 
democratic right. My gripe is the council don’t 
want to deliberately deal with me. Most people 
would have given up now but I won’t. 

“I haven’t been rude or aggressive, well I don’t

think I have. What is vexa¬ 
tious about 14 requests in a 
space of five months? 

“They are acting in a way 
that I don’t think is ethical 
by banning somebody from 
making requests.” 

A council spokesman 
said: “We received a num¬ 
ber of requests from Mr 
Whitehead on similar and 
related subjects over a four 
month period at the end of 
2011 and spent consider¬ 
able time dealing with him 


on this matter, which is 
personal to him. 

“We wrote to him in 
lanuary explaining that as a 
result, we would not accept 
any more FOI requests on 
the same subject for three 
months as his requests 
were vexatious. 

“This period expired in 
April. This is absolutely in 
line with best practice guid¬ 
ance issued by the 
Information Commission¬ 
er. 

“He was not banned from 


putting in FOI requests on 
other subjects however, 
and he did submit a sepa¬ 
rate request during that 
time, which we responded 
to. 

“We take our responsibili¬ 
ties to the Information 
Commissioner very seri¬ 
ously and this is the only 
time we have ever taken 
this action in the seven 
years since the right to 
make FOI requests began.” 

Last year NBC received 
546 FOI requests.

Victim suffers punctured

A MAN was stabbed as he 
walked home from the shops 
with his dog. 

The 40-year-old victim had

direction of Drayton Walk. We 
would also like to speak to 
anyone who may have seen a 
car stop in Drayton Walk 
shortly after 9pm last night.

Library supporter blasts decision to relocate facility 


THE decision to move Wootton Library 
has been branded ‘disgusting’. 

Chairman of the governors at Caroline 
Chisholm School and Friends of Wootton 
Library member, David Atkinson, spoke 
out after he heard Northamptonshire 
County Council will remove the facility 
from the Wootton Fields school to 
temporary accommodation in the 
community centre in October. 

The local authority is currently paying 
£150,000 per year under a Private 
Finance Initiative to keep the library open. 

It wants to buy its way out of the 
contract from the PFI company, move 
the library from the school and save 
£75,000 per year. 

Mr Atkinson said: “If this is true they 


seem to have rejected what the school 
was offering and have wasted the public’s 
money. 

“For them it seems to be a case of if it 
is not broken then we can fix it. 

“I think it is disgusting from a 
ratepayers’ point of view and from the 
friends of Wootton Library and the school 
governors. It has all been a waste of time 
and effort. 

“If they have rejected the school’s 
proposals then it would be very difficult 
to take the negotiations forward with 
them. 

“It just seems as if they are not 
interested in working in partnership. 

“The Friends of Wootton Library will be 
holding another meeting at the end of 


August so we will have to see what 
happens from there.” Cabinet member 
for customer and community services, 
Councillor Heather Smith, said: “We have 
given the friends group, together with 
the school and governing body, as long as 
we can to put forward a proposal. 

“The public consultation about the 
library began on April 30 and we have 
given until July 31 for proposals to be 
worked on. 

“We have therefore made a decision 
that we will continue with our plans to 
move the public library out of the school 
and will be following up our discussions 
with the parish council around an interim 
and permanent location for the public 
library at Wootton Community Centre.” 
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SOMEONE clearly was not in 
the Olympic spirit when the 
five rings were taken from a 
display in Towcester.

Towcester Evening Women’s 
Institute was shocked to find 
its handmade symbol 
missing.

Ben Adams, 27, who auctioned the 


medal said: “It generated quite a bit of 
interest, there were a lot of people there. 

“However, there were no bids from the 
floor, all offers came from online bidders. 

“There was definitely interest from 
people who were there, but competition 
from the internet was too strong.” 

The auction was held at Peacocks in 
Bedford and the item was sold to an 
unknown bidder.

Builder to face trial 
after child crushed

A HOUSE building company will face 
trial over an allegation that it neglect¬ 
ed health and safety duties after a 
child was crushed to death in one of its 
homes. 

Matthew Green died after a 50kg 
mantelpiece over a fireplace fell on him 
at the family home in Coulthard Close, 
Towcester, in 2005 - an inquest jury 
ruled in 2008. 

The family had bought the house in 
2003 from Persimmon Homes. The 
mantel had broken in two and crushed 
Matthew. 

The four-year-old was airlifted to 
Northampton General Hospital but 
died of heart injuries caused by blunt 
chest trauma. 

The inquest heard that the youngster’s 
ribs had been fractured and his heart 


had been ruptured. A jury at the four- 
day inquest at Rushden and Diamonds 
Football Club in Irthlingborough 
recorded a narrative verdict and that 
Matthew died of a cardiac injury. 

There had been ‘insufficient’ mortar 
built into the mantelpiece to keep it 
together and no additional screws or 
metal dowels which is recommended 
by experts, the hearing was told. 

The Health and Safety Executive 
charged Persimmon Homes Ltd and 
Persimmon Homes (Midlands) Ltd 
with Section 3 of the Health and Safety 
at Work Act 1974 for work between 
1996 and 2008. 

The company has pleaded not guilty 
and will face trial next February. 

Kristian Childs, the sole trader of KD 
Childs which installed the mantels, has 
pleaded guilty to the offence and will 
be sentenced at the conclusion of the 
trial.

Treasure hunters

THE hidden history of North¬ 
amptonshire is being unearth¬ 
ed by amateur treasure seekers, 
dog walkers and gardeners. 

The objects they discover, 
either by using a metal detector 
or digging them up in their back 
gardens, might not be worth a 
fortune but they do have a 
historical value. 

If anyone finds an object they 
are asked to notify the Finds 
Liaison Officer who, in 
Northamptonshire’s case, is Julie 
Cassidy. 

She is the best person to help 
research and record the find and 
will be assisted by experts at the 
British Museum. 

It is the staff at the museum 
who produce a detailed and 
in-depth report on the find if it is 
considered to be important. 

If this is the case the county’s 
coroner will be notified under 
the Treasure Act 1996 and an 
inquest will be held. 

The coroner will ask the finder 
to take the object to a museum 
which then has to inform the 
British Museum or the National 
Museum and Galleries of Wales. 

If the museum wishes to 
acquire all or part of the find, the 
coroner will hold an inquest to 
decide if it is treasure. 

Last week coroner Rodney Haig 


decided Stephen Pulley, a mem¬ 
ber of the Northampton 
Detecting Association, could 
keep the Iron Age artefact he 
found on farmland in Greens 
Norton. 

Ms Cassidy records about 100 
finds a month and in a year, on 
average 20 treasure cases are 
sent to the coroner’s court. 

She said: “Out of the finds 
which are brought to me 95 per 


cent are from people using metal 
detectors and five per cent come 
from people who found an 
object while out walking, digging 
in their back garden or working 
in the allotment. 

“We only deal with objects 
which are at least 300 years old 
and come out of the ground. 

“On the odd occasion, my ears 
do prick up when a member of 
the public brings in an impor-

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tant item. It could come from say 
the Roman period but it is not 
something which has been 
found before. 

“What we aim to do is identify 
and record the object for poster¬ 
ity so it can be preserved for 
future generations. 

“Sometimes we do make an 
exception if it is a rare item and 
perhaps only dates from the 
Victorian period. 


“I do not tell people what their 
find could be worth or place a 
monetary value on it, rather I 
take it in on a trust basis and give 
the finder a receipt. 

“I then record it and identify it 
and then send the item away to 
the British Museum which 
provides more detail. 

“If it is considered to be impor¬ 
tant then I liaise with the coroner 
and the British Museum.” 


In Northamptonshire the items 
people come across range from 
Roman artefacts including 
brooches and coins dating from 
Edward I, Edward III, Henry II, 
Henry III and Elizabeth I. 

The Portable Antiquities 
Scheme, which Ms Cassidy is 
part of, has been running in 
Northamptonshire since 1997. 

It originally ran on a two year 
rolling contract funded by the 
National Lottery and the British 
Museum. 

It is now funded by the 
Department of Culture, Media 
and Sport and the British 
Museum and is providing an 
important tool in preserving the 
county’s history. 

Ms Cassidy, who has been the 
county’s finds liaison officer 
since 2008, said: “All the metal 
detecting clubs I am in contact 
with act responsibly with their 
finds. 

“They bring them to me so they 
can be properly recorded. 

“Programmes like Britain’s 
Secret Treasure and Time Team 
have all helped raise the profile 
of archaeology. 

“This has given people more 
knowledge about the items they 
discover and also who to contact 
on making a find.”

Drunk driver’s 
speedy chase

A DRIVER took police officers on a ten 
mile high-speed chase when he was 
over the drink-drive limit. 

Jorg Christians had been drinking in a 
pub when he was spotted ‘racing’ with 
another vehicle along Weedon Road, 
Northampton, shortly after midnight on 
March 30. 

The unmarked police vehicle gave 
chase and the two cars were travelling at 
80mph near Sixfields, a road which at 
that point was just 30mph, prosecutor 
Siward Thomas-Moore said. 

Christians, 35, then went round the 
roundabout at Upton Way three times, 
with police still in pursuit, before head¬ 
ing on the A4500 towards the Ml. His 
speed reached 105mph. 

Mr Thomas-Moore said: “He failed to 
reduce his speed when approaching a 
roundabout and collided with a near side 
kerb. En route to the Ml both his front 


tyres deflated and he came to a stop. 
Immediately he said he was sorry to 
officers and said ‘I have been a d***’.” 

He had a blood alcohol level of 199mg 
when tested - which is more than twice 
the limit. 

On Friday, Northampton Crown Court 
heard that in Tune Christians was spotted 
asleep in his car by police officers and 
failed a roadside breath test. 

In mitigation, his barrister Tom Nuttley 
said he had been receiving help from a 
charity since his second arrest. 

Christians pleaded guilty to dangerous 
driving and two counts of driving with 
excess alcohol. 

fudge Lynn Tayton gave him a six 
month sentence for dangerous driving 
and three months concurrent for the 
excess alcohol charge, suspended for 24 
months. 

He was also disqualified from driving 
for three years, given a supervision order 
for 24 months and a six-month alcohol 
treatment programme requirement.

Bairstow eves 
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Stations hubs 
plan is blasted

A UNION has described plans to close 
ambulance stations across the county 
as ‘too extreme’. 

The GMB has slammed a proposal by 
East Midlands Ambulance Service 
(EMAS) to reduce the 66 across the 
region to just 13 ‘hubs’. 

The union has said the plan, which was 
put to the board last month, is ‘poorly 
thought out’ and would leave areas with¬ 
out emergency cover, it claims. 

It will now undertake its own study into 
the proposals, which it plans to make 
public and give to the board. 

Colin Todd, GMB Regional Officer, said: 
“GMB believe this new proposal to cull 
stations throughout the six counties is 
too radical and too extreme to be consid¬ 
ered. GMB believe that this is a financial 
knee-jerk reaction and is based on a 
mis-guided and confused idea. 

“The importance of local ambulance 
stations with people that know the area 
and the community is invaluable and 
helps to provide a caring and personal 
service to those communities. For this 
reason alone, this plan is flawed. 

“The reality is if you have ‘hubs’ where 
vehicles are picked up; they will never 
get to the Tactical Deployment Point. 

“They will be sent to the first job as 
soon as they switch on the radio. It might 
be a good idea for the areas near the 
hubs, but everyone else will be short 




changed and left without the emergency 
cover they deserve.” 

EMAS Chief Executive Phil Milligan 
said: “We made a commitment to work 
closely with our staff and Unions on this 
issue and we will be interested to see the 
results of the GMB study. All feedback 
received from our consultation exercise 
will be considered and if the evidence is 
compelling, we will consider revising our 
proposals. 

“We are aware there is an online peti¬ 
tion but would encourage everyone to 
study the information we’ll provide as 
part of the public consultation exercise, 
and when they are in possession of the 
facts, to then take a view on our propos¬ 
als.” 

The hub in Northampton, which is set 
to cost £1.8 million, would be one of two 
in the county, with the other in Kettering, 
and would have a staff of 129 people.

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Unwanted electrical items are given 
new lease of life thanks to recycling 


RESIDENTS, businesses and 
schools in Northamptonshire 
collected 24.585 tonnes of ‘e-waste’ 
over three days. 

The unwanted items of keyboards, 
printers, scanners, mobile phones, 
DVD players, kettles and toasters, 
was taken to the University of 
Northampton in June. 

The event was part of a drive to 
encourage people to clear out their 


premises of unwanted or broken 
electrical items and recycle them 
rather than throwing them in the 
bin. 

Thirty-five county schools took 


part, collecting almost 1,000 items. 
As well as the university, the event 
involved Northampton Borough 
Council, Northamptonshire Chamb¬ 
er of Commerce, Northamptonshire 


County Council, Northamptonshire 
Enterprise Partnership and 
European Recycling Platform (ERP). 

The collected items were taken to 
Sims Recycling Solutions plant in 
Daventry. 

They will be treated in the UK to 
recover the metals and plastics 
which they contain. The recovered 
materials will then be sent on to 
make new products.

MAN IN COURT ON DRUGS CHARGE 

A MAN has appeared in court charged 
with cultivating cannabis. 

Derek Bevan, 51, from Broad Street, 
Earls Barton, was arrested after 
officers executed a Misuse of Drugs 
Act warrant on Sunday evening. 

After receiving intelligence from the 
community, officers raided a property 
and discovered 41 plants. 

Mr Bevan was before Wellingbor¬ 
ough Magistrates’ Court on Monday 
and was bailed to appear again next 
month. 

DRIVER DENIES CAUSING ROAD DEATH 

A LORRY driver has denied causing the 
death of another HGV driver after an 
accident on the A5. 

Adrian Dancu, 26, appeared at 
Northampton Crown Court on Friday 
accused of causing the death of 
47-year-old Tim Callaway by careless 
driving. 

Mr Callaway, from Luton, died after 
an accident involving two lorries 
travelling in different directions on the 
A5 at Kilsby Road, Watford, on June 22. 

Romanian Mr Dancu pleaded not 
guilty to the charge and will face trial 
in February next year. He was 
remanded in custody.

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Cannabis gang 
put behind bars

A CRIME gang has been 
dismantled after four 
men were jailed for 
offences relating to the 
production of cannabis 
on an industrial scale. 

Over an 18-month peri¬ 
od - beginning in August 
2009 - a criminal network 
led by Mark Howie plotted 
to produce and supply 
quantities of the Class B 
drug that could have gen¬ 
erated millions of pounds. 

SOCA investigators 
found that Howie was in 
regular contact with Jamie 
Leah, whose business card 
identified him as director 
of a company based at 
Moulton Park Business 
Centre in Northampton. 

Officers from Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police and SOCA 




searched the premises in 
February last year and 
found 132 cannabis 
plants. Leah had also 
acquired the lease to an 
industrial unit at Stafford 
Place, Northampton, 
shortly before a search of 
the building in September 
2010 revealed 130 
cannabis plants being 
dried in readiness for 
distribution. 

He also arranged the 
renting of premises in the 
same Northampton busi¬ 


ness park as his firm on 
behalf of a ‘John Hughes’, 
who was never seen or 
spoken to by any of the 
site managers. Rent was 
paid in cash by Leah. 

The unit was modified in 
a manner necessary for 
use in the cultivation of 
cannabis. 

Another group member, 
Gary Collins, acquired the 
lease for Denington 
House, an industrial unit 
in Wellingborough, which 
was searched in March 
2011. Officers found that 
modifications had been 
made in line with those at 
the unit in Northampton. 

Howie, 48, originally 
from Dorset, pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced 
to five years and four 
months. He is already 
serving 18 years for 
cocaine importation.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

New Saint Wilson 
‘will get physical’

JAMES Wilson half-smiles when he recalls his 
introduction to how brutal and unforgiving 
French club rugby can be. 

“In the second or third training session,” he 
says, “I ended up with eight stitches across my 
forehead, so that was a bit of a wake-up, but it 
definitely helped me personally with my physical 
game. 

“There is a lot more contact and you have to 
be very aggressive on defence and in attack with 
the ball in hand. I learnt so much from doing 
that and it added to my game which I’m very 
thankful for.” 

That came this time last year and after a season 
playing in Pro D2 with Bourgoin, the centre from 
New Zealand is getting ready to fulfil his ambi¬ 
tion of playing Aviva Premiership rugby after 
signing for Northampton Saints. 

Fortunately, the 29-year-old’s first run out on 
the training ground for his new club didn’t end 
with any blood being drawn, although he admit¬ 
ted it was tiring having only just arrived in 
England from his homeland last Friday. 

Hailing from the sports-mad - particularly 
rugby - city of Invercargill in south west New 
Zealand, it is perhaps little surprise that Wilson 
gravitated towards the sport and went on to 
represent the provincial side, Southland, for 
eight years. 

He also gained experience of playing Super 
Rugby with the Highlanders and Chiefs franchis¬ 
es, but perhaps the highlight was helping 
Southland, not once but twice, defeat the mighty 
Canterbury to win the Ranfurly Shield - the 
country’s oldest provincial competition. 

The first win in 2009 was the first time the Stags 
had held the ‘Log o’ Wood’, as it is nicknamed, for 
50 years, while the second time last year Wilson 
helped them regain the Shield with a drop goal. 

Both wins were celebrated heartily by the 
Invercargill public and Wilson sees similarities 
between his hometown and Northampton, par¬ 
ticularly after talking to George Pisi about life at 
the Saints. 

He said: “You’re a proud rugby town, you really 


get behind the players and the team, and that’s 
exactly the same sort of values as we have got 
where I’m from. Our town is the same because 
we get behind the team and it’s great to see. 

“It’s a massive part of the culture back home, 
especially where I’m from - it’s a very proud 
province. I played my first game for them when I 
was still at school and then I ended up playing 
for them for eight years. It was a lot of time and 
I’m very proud to have been able to represent my 
province in that way.” 

Although he has featured at fly-half and full 
back during his career, Wilson has his sights set 


on securing the inside centre spot at 
Northampton, although he knows he faces com¬ 
petition after the Saints recruited heavily in the 
midfield over the summer. 

Nevertheless, Wilson believes that his experi¬ 
ence of being hardened by the battles in French 
rugby has served him well for the role, saying: 
“I’m a guy that can bring a lot of aggression to 
defence and I play like a ten as well. I see space 
and that’s a big thing that can help out the team. 
I can run and defensively I don’t like letting any¬ 
one get past me. That’s a big factor in how I play 
and I like to be aggressive in that area.”

ready to go. We’re taking 30-odd 
players and we’re only playing 
one game, so we’re probably only 
going to give them on average 40 
minutes each, but that’s a great 
start to the pre-season in terms 
of taking a bit of contact and just 
getting used to the speed of the 
game. 

“We’ll slowly build up and the 
players will all be involved at the 
weekend. The following weekend 
we will slowly narrow that down a 
little bit more and hopefully by 
Edinburgh we will be close to a 23 
that will be taking on Gloucester.” 

Zebre are a new team joining the 
RaboDirect Prol2 in place of Aironi, 
who succumbed to financial 
difficulties at the end of last 
season. But while they are 
something of an unknown in that 


respect, they do contain several

This is the second year in a row 
that Northampton have travelled to 
France for a pre-season camp, and 
although they are only playing one 
match this year as opposed to two, 
Mallinder is in little doubt as to the 
benefits of the trip. 

He said: “It gives us a chance to 
bond, it gives us a chance to spend 
time together and it’s always good 
when people haven’t got other 
things to rush home to like families 
every day, and it’s just a chance for 
a game. 

“We’ve been back quite a few 
weeks now and it has been mainly 
strength and conditioning, but in 
the last week or two we’ve been 
mainly getting into some rugby, 
which is always good and I think 
the lads enjoy that. 


“We’re going away to France, 
which should be good for the 
squad, just so that everybody can 
get to know each other - 
particularly the new lads. We’re a 
few weeks off [the start of the 
season] so we’re not getting too 
giddy or too excited, but we are 
looking forward to that first game.” 

It will provide Mallinder with the 
first chance to see new signings 
Luther Burrell, Sam Dickinson, Ken 
Pisi, James Wilson, Dominic 
Waldouck and GJ van Velze in a 
game situation, but there will be no 
Cameron Shepherd after the 
Australian winger’s move was 
called off at the start of this week 
due to fitness concerns. 

Mallinder will at least be able to 
have his England contingent back 
for the start of the season, unlike 
last year when the World Cup saw 


them missing until November. They 
will also be linking up with the 
squad in France after spending the 
early part of this week at a 
national team training camp. 

The Saints chief said: “There are a 
few clubs who have got fairly large 
numbers of international players 
and you can either get rid of them 
- that’s one choice - or you can 
keep them, but sometimes you’ve 
got to have cover during 
international periods. 

“But we think that is worth it 
because in the big games you need 
the big players to be available. You 
need your internationals playing if 
you want to win some big trophies. 

“This year it’s better - they’re 
away for a few days but they’ll be 
coming out and joining us in France 
so we’ll have them for a couple of 
days out there, which is fantastic.”

Baggaley’s dream 
over in 25 minutes

ANDREW Baggaley’s Oly¬ 
mpics lasted roughly 25 
minutes but the Northampt¬ 
on-born table tennis cham¬ 
pion enjoyed the experience 
so much that he is already 
looking ahead to Rio.

Commonwealth gold 
medallist Baggaley teamed 
up with Pitchford to take on 
Tiago Apolonia and Joao 
Monteiro in the doubles, 
knowing they had to win to 
keep the country’s hopes 
alive. 

His first shot as an 
Olympian was a superb 
cross-table forehand that 
was met with no reply but 
Portugal recovered to take 
the opening game 11-5. 

In the second a poor start 
saw Monteiro and Apolonia 
cruise into a 6-0 lead but the 
vocal support from the 
crowd at the Excel Arena 
sparked the home duo into 
life and they only went down 


11-7. In the third the GB pair 
saved three match points 
before going down 11-9, 
making Baggaley’s Olympics 
a swift one. 

“I can’t control the team 
order,” Baggaley said. 
“Personally I played well but 
in the end it was too difficult 
a task. Maybe the coach felt 
that I was one who could 
play well at the end, but it 
didn’t get that far. 

“I’m still an Olympian 
though and I hope to take 
this experience forward.” 

Baggaley said the atmos¬ 
phere was the best he’d ever 
played in front of. 

“We were always under¬ 
dogs,” he said. “I played the 
best I could, and I was happy 
with my game.”

DAVID Ripley takes charge of 
Northamptonshire for the first 
time on a permanent basis later 
today when the Steelbacks host 
Yorkshire Carnegie in a floodlit 
Clydesdale Bank 40 match at the 
County Ground. 

The ex-Northants captain and 
wicketkeeper was confirmed as 
successor to former head coach 
David Capel yesterday, having 
been serving in the role on an 
interim basis since Capel was 
removed from the role at the start 
of last month. 

Club chief executive David 
Smith has been pleased with how 
Ripley has acquitted himself in 
the job during that period and as 
a result was happy to hand him 
the reins full time. 

“There is little doubt the envi¬ 
ronment at the club has changed 
significantly since David has 
taken over,” said Smith. 

“A good dressing room is impor¬ 
tant for player retention and new 
player recruitment, as is a sense of 
belonging and what the club 
stands for. 

“David has impressed everyone 
in how he has handled all ele¬ 
ments of the job since taking over 
in early July.” 

Ripley had previously been serv¬ 
ing as the club’s Academy manag¬ 
er and second XI coach. That role 
will now be filled by Phil Rowe, 
who had also been in the position 


on an interim basis after stepping 
up from his job as performance 
coach. 

Tonight’s CB40 match marks the 
start of a new era at the County 
Ground, and the performances in 
limited overs cricket are one area 
the Steelbacks are keen to 
improve upon. 

They have struggled in both the 
40 over and Friends Life t20 com¬ 
petitions this season, having 
come bottom of the 
Midlands/Wales/West group in 
the shortest format of the game 
and being unable to qualify for 
the CB40 knock-out stages.
